The state aid formula debated at length 
in the state house this year has left Ando- 
ver with $4.3 million in state aid, accord- 
ing to the state's ‘‘cherry sheets’’ released 
last weekend. That represents an increase 


of more than $1 million over fiscal 1981. 


It is also $640,000 more than the town 
had estimated in its budget this year, as 
acting Town Manager and Director of 
Finance and Budget Tony Torrisi pre- 


dicted recently. 


A total of $1.9 billion in estimated state 
aid will go to the 351 cities, towns and 
regional school districts for the new fiscal 
year, according to a news release from the 
Massachusetts Department of Reve- 
nue.The cities and towns will receive

$257.2 million more than last year, to help 
make up for the losses imposed by Propo- 
sition 2%. 

While it may appear that Andover’s $1 
million increase in state aid totally offsets 
its $1 million of lost revenues due to 2', 
Torrisi emphasizes that that is not the 
case. * 

Approximately $600,000 of the aid rep- 


resents the state’s share of the $13.72 


million school building program, he ex- 


plains. The state. through its School Build- 
ing Assistance Bureau (SBAB), is funding 


50 percent of the principal and 20 percent - 


of the interest costs of the bonds to fund 
the project.

Some Tenants May Get Fuel Reimbursements 


Elderly and low-income tenants in Ando- 
ver whose fuel costs were included in their 
rent for the 1979-80 heating season may be 
entitled to a reimbursement for .benefits 
not received under the fuel assistance 
program. 

Joining a statewide effort. the Greater 
Lawrence Community Action Council, Inc. 
(GLCAC, Inc.) is now trying to locate 
these tenants for a direct payment in com- 
pliance with a Massachusetts court order, 
according to Philip F. Laverriere. Sr.. 
executive director of the GLCAC. Inc. 

Because of delays at the federal level, 
the rental assistance program designed 
for tenants whose heating costs were in- 
cluded in their rent. did not begin until 
March of 1980. Because of this late start, 
many elderly or low-income tenants were 
either unaware of the program or did not 
receive full benefits, Laverriere said. 

Tenants whose heat was included in 
their rent for the winter of 1979-80 and 
whose household income was below 125 
percent of the federal poverty guidelines 
are eligible for reimbursement, provided 
their rent was not state or federally subsi- 
dized. These area residents should contact 

the GLCAC. Inc. at 350 Essex St., Law- 
rence, Laverriere said. *

According to Dean Juarez. rea school 
systems were enthused about the pro- 
gram. “‘In light of Proposition 2'2 cuts, 
students will probably have less of an 
opportunity to actually work with comput- 
ers. We're delighted to be able to meet the 
needs of students in grades 7-12 with a 
strong interest in computer science.” the 
Continuing Education dean remarked. 

High school teachers. James Murphy 
(Andover). Arthur Forgetta (North Ando- 
ver). and Pauline Duhamel (Lawrence), 
worked in coordination with the Merri- 
mack staff in the development of the pro- 
gram.

he said. A piece of road. because of its 
slope or shade. might be consistently icy 
in the winter, or the angle of the sun at a 
particular month of the year might impair 
drivers’ vision 

Age of walkers. Seifert said. could come 
into play in a ‘‘marginal”’ area. If kinder- 
gartners to 3rd graders are the only ones 
walking. he said. it’s a far different situa- 
tion than if there are 5th and 6th graders 
walking that same road. 

The satety committee will make a writ- 
ten report of each investivation to the 
superintendent and the chief of police, and 
they in turn will mail a response to the 
parents.

Although that money is included on the 
cherry sheets, ‘it has nothing to do with 
2%,’ Torrisi says. ‘‘We would have re- 
ceived that regardless of the state aid 
package. We were expecting that in- 
crease.”’ 

Even so, Andover still can count itself 
lucky, he adds, because the new state aid 
will cover about half the town’s losses 
from the tax-cutting measure. That is 
what most municipal officials had hoped 
for, Torrisi says — that the state would 
share 50 percent of the losses caused by 
Q\e. 

The state aid formula finally arrived at, 
however, did not achieve that goal for all 
the cities and towns in the state, and many 
have charged that the amount of aid they 
will receive is inadequate and unfair. 

But Andover has no complaints with the 
cherry sheets, Torrisi says: ‘‘We would be 
hard pressed to say we are not pleased. ”’

The Planning Board Tuesday night 
cleared the way for 69 homes to be built on 
Pole Hill in Ballardvale, by approving 
final plans for developer Arthur Kalogia- 
nis’ new subdivision.

After two delays on the deadline for 
approving the plans — the first deadline 
was June 24 and the second, July 22 — the 
planners this week resolved three ques- 
tions remaining on the subdivision plan, 
leading to their unanimous approval. 

Their first question concerned adding a 
second access road to the ‘‘Waterford 
Place’ development. It is designed with 
one long roadway. ‘Pole Hill Drive,” 
leading from Tewksbury Street, with four 
cul-de-sacs clustered around the roadway. 

Public safety officials strongly recom- 
mended that a second road would be 
needed for emergency access to the subdi- 
vision. But Planning Board Chairman Da- 
vid Gravallese explained Tuesday that the 
planners have no authority to require a 
second road. according to Special Town 
Counsel Thomas Arnold. 

The developer had proposed a 14-foot 
wide gravel roadway. but since it would 
not be plowed in the winter and would be 
barricaded at times to prevent traffic 
crossing through the development. safety 


officials rejected a gravel road as ‘‘use- 
less.” 

The planners and developer therefore 
settled on a four to eight-foot wide foot- 
path this week as a compromise. The path, 
landscaped with railroad ties or landscape 
timbers and crushed stone, would let pe- 
destrians cross through the development, 
but not cars or motorcycles. The path will 
follow a 10-foot wide water easement from 
one cul-de-sac. ‘‘Pembroke Drive.”’ to

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Center Street. 

The planners also settled the question of 
why Public Works Director Robert Mc- 
Quade wanted the developer to add a new 
eight-inch wide water main to serve the 
subdivision, when the town’s master wa- 
ter plan calls for a six-inch main. The 
development plans were designed with 
six-inch pipes.

WASHINGTON -- 

Remember Mary Crisp? She 


is the outspoken Arizona 
woman who rocked Ronald 
Reagan’s boat at the Repub- 
lican Convention last year. 
She clashed with Reagan 
over the Equal Rights 
Amendment, and her insu- 
bordination cost her the co- 
chairmanship of the Repub- 
lican National Committee. 

Now another Arizona 
woman is in the limelight. 
She is Sandra O’Connor, who 
has been appointed by Presi- 
dent Reagan to the Supreme 
Court. 

Mary Crisp and Sandra 
O’Connor have been friends 
for years. They both worked 
for the Republican cause in 
the Phoenix area and their 
children attended the same 
schools. 

The two women have had 
long talks about political 
issues. And Mary Crisp 
thinks Reagan may be in for 
a surprise. She describes 
O’Connor as a moderate 
with a fierce independent 
streak. Crisp also called her 
friend ‘“‘a real civil libertari- 
an.” As a judge, she demon- 
strated a devotion to detail. 

Sandra O’Connor has 
another surprising friend -- 
Chief Justice Warren 
Burger. The two became 
acquainted at judicial 
outings. They got to know 
each other on a trip to Eng- 
land and a cruise on Lake 
Powell on the Utah-Arizona

border. 

Burger has told associates 
that O’Connor has a fine jud- 
icial mind. But the chief jus- 
tice is fretting over one 
problem: O’Connor will be 
the first woman in history to 
sit on the Supreme Court, 
and there’s no ladies’ room 
in the justices’ chambers. 

WALLOPING WATT: 
Interior Secretary James 
Watt has aroused the wrath 
of many important environ- 
mental groups. According to 
reports, Watt, is “amused” 
by their opposition to his 
policies. 

It’s likely that Watt will 
not be quite so amused by 
the indignation he has 
stirred in another quarter. 
The Interior secretary's 
high-handed methods have 
earned him some influential 
enemies on Capitol Hill. 

Sen. Alan Cranston, D- 
Calif., for example, recently 
called on President Reagan 
to “oust” Watt. Rep. Richard 
Ottinger, D-N.Y., for anoth- 
er example, has circulated a 
“Dear Colleague’ letter 
calling for Watt’s dismissal. 
The letter was circulated 
among both Republicans and 
Democrats in the House and 
Senate. It was signed by 27 
of the lawmakers and drew 
negative responses from 
only five. The letter has now 
been dispatched to the White 
House. 

Meanwhile, Watt hasn't 
done himself any good on 
Capitol Hill with one of his 
latest maneuvers. He tried 


to = a quaterback sneak 
on Rep. Sidney Yates, D-Ill. 

Yates is an_ influential 
member of the Appropria- 
tions Committee. Indeed, he 
is chairman of the subcom- 
mittee that handles the Inte- 
rior Department’s budget 
requests. In short, he is one 
congressman who no Interi- 
or secretary should antago- 
nize. 

But that is exactly what 
Watt has done. He decided to 
move the regional office of 
the surface mining bureau 
from Denver to Casper, 
Wyo. Yates was convinced 
that the move should not be 
made. So he attached a rider 
to next year’s ag 
tions bill which forbids Inte- 
rior from moving the office. 

That should have sent 
Watt a signal. But he rushed 
in where angels fear to 
tread. The next fiscal year 
doesn’t begin until October, 
so Watt took funds from this 
year’s budget and began 
moving the surface mining 
office in June. 

Yates, say our sources, is 
furious. He has vowed that if 
Watt ever shows up before 
him again looking for 
money, “he won't get a 
dime.”

We would 
like to focus some attention on a more 
specific area: Greenwood Road, Juniper 
Road and High Plain Road. 

High Plain Road is an extremely dan- 
gerous road for any type of traffic. There 
are no sidewalks. the road is extremely 
narrow. hilly. winding with poor visibility, 
blind driveways and lack of shoulders 
Greenwood Road is treated as a highway 
by many motorists 

The following factors should be consid- 
ered when looking into the safety of these 
roads. 

—Width of streets: all narrow.

McQuade appeared before the board to 
explain that six-inch pipes could not pro- 
vide the necessary water flow for ad- 
equate fire protection for the new 
development. 

The developer would not have to replace 
the existing six-inch main, McQuade said, 
but add the new eight-inch main up Center 
Street, or Pole Hill Drive, from the point 
where an existing 20-inch main ends, in 
Tewksbury Street near the railroad cross- 
ing. The new main would cost the devel- 
oper about $15 per foot. 

He emphasized that it is not unusual to 
depart from the 1973 master water plan: 
That plan is meant to provide a general 
plan for the town, and not deal with specif- 
ic areas, McQuade said. The planners 
have bypassed the plan in regard to other 
developments in the past, he added. 

And finally, Gravallese explained that 
abuttors’ claims that a cart path leading 
through the developer's parcel is a public 
way would have no bearing on the plan- 
ners’ approval of the subdivision. 

In a letter to the chairman, Arnold said 
there was no evidence the path has ever 
been a public ways that the public had 
acquired the right to use it, or that certain 
individuals had private rights to use the 
path. Therefore, he advised the board to 
consider approving the plan without con- 
sidering the cart path issue. 

Both Ballardvale residents and Atty. 
Reginald Marden, representing Kalogia- 
nis, had submitted documents to Arnold 
supporting their views of the cart path 
issue. 

Later Tuesday night, the board took a 
brief look at preliminary plans for a 22.3- 
acre subdivision off Ballardvale and Sun- 
set Rock Roads, proposed by developer 
Wyncrest Associates.

Private Bus Service Is Explored 


Independent school bus service for 
youngsters who would walk to school this 
fall under the mileage limits, continues to 
be explored by a group of Andover paren- 
ts. But it won't become a reality until 
after the first week of school. ° 


Transportation Assistant Kathleen Ca- 
sey said this week that response to the 
independent service, which would cost an 
estimated $90 to $125 per year per child, 
has been hampered by the fact that so 
many people are away during the sum- 
mer, and because a lot of parents have not 
realized that their youngsters are slated to 
become walkers (A list of ‘‘walking”’ 


said, should give both parents and young- 
sters a better idea of what's ahead. 

The cost, Casey said, is a big variable at 
the moment, because it is dependent upon 
the number of riders and the number of 
runs a bus would be able to make. Ideally, 
she said, a bus would take three loads: one 
secondary and two elementary. If three 
runs were made and all were reasonably 
full, the price would come in at the low 
end. 

The entire bus fee would be paid in 
September, and kindergarten youngsters 
would be included for a one-way ride at 
half the yearly cost. 

Kindergartners who live between a mile 


says that the bus drivers would be people 
who had driven here for many years, and 
that they would provide the same quality 
of services as buses under contract with 
the school department. Most likely they 
would be drivers who had lost routes be- 
cause of the cutback in regular school bus 
service.
